Ex parte Quayle 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters:

5. The drawings are objected to because: Figure 7, for card 80 an arrow like 102 
should be added.

9. None of the reference disclose an ejecting apparatus for an electrical device for 
ejecting a data card and releasing a first object from the electrical device, the ejecting 
apparatus comprising: retaining member adapted for insertion into a corresponding 
groove on the first object for engaging with the first objected and a releasing knob 
monolithically formed with the retaining member and adapted to the actuated to move 
the fastening latch in a first direction with respect to the rejecting apparatus for releasing 
the retaining member from the groove of the first object and enabling the first object to 
be removed from the electrical device.
